"PT Hat beſides this examination of your Con- 
ſcience, (which may be done in ſecret, be- 
tween God and your own Soul) there is great 
uſe. of holy Confeſſion ; which, though 1t be 
not generally in all caſes, and peremptori- 
ly commanded, as if without 1t no Salvation 
could poſſibly be had 3 yet you are adviſed 
by the Church, under whoſe diſcipline you. 
live, that before you are to receive the holy Sa- 
crament, or when you are viſited with any dan-- 
erous ſickneſs, if you find any one particular

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God and you, to pray for you ; but hath the-

by you, left the blefled memory of it in his ho- 
ly Lorne which as often as you devoutl 
and faithfully receive, you are effectually —_ 
partaker of all the Merits of his precious Death

That for the E—__ of doing this, (if 
your own Conſcience doth not ſpeak home ” 
you, 
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you) you referr your ſelf to your ſpirituzl 
Guide ; who knowing the temper of your Sou], 
and how you ſtand diſpoſed, may beſt direct 
you. Only I ſhall add this-; That the oftner 
you apply your felf to do it, your life will be 
the purer, your heart the chearfuller, and- the 
better armed againſt = NETS. | 

| That three times in the-year at leaſt, eſpe- 
cially on thoſe folemn Feſtivals obſerved by all 
Chriſtians, who have not utterly caſt off obe- 
dience to the Church, and order in their Devo- 
tions, you lay afide all excuſes, and every fin 
that then beſets you, and ſerioully prepare your 
felf for ſo great a Blefling.
